ARMED Forces Day parades are taking place 

across east London this weekend. 

Residents are set to pay tribute to soldiers, both 
living and dead, on Sunday. 

Cadets, soldiers and veterans will form part of 
parade that will leave Redbridge Town Hall at 
10.45am before walking through High Road, 
Ilford. 

An evacuation bus, brass bands and 19408- 
style girl singing group will be among the attrac¬ 
tions at Valence House, in Dagenham. 

There will also be armoured vehicles, veterans 
from the Royal British Legion and representa¬ 
tives from Help for Heroes. 

In Waltham Forest, a parade will walk from the 
Chingford Plains car park at 1 lam before march¬ 
ing to The Green. 

The event includes stalls, kids rides, face paint¬ 


ing and a beer tent. Ron Bachelor, from Ilford, 
was just 19 in 1951 when he not only battled the 
enemy, but below-freezing conditions, to serve 
his country in the Korean War 

The 82-year-old said: “There was a big prob¬ 
lem was frostbite during the first winter of the 
war as we weren’t ready for how cold it was 
going to get. 

“Fortunately I was posted over there in the sec¬ 
ond winter in 1951 but the weather was bitterly 
cold. 

“Armed Forces Day makes me feel proud of 
my past experience. 

“I think it is very important that we have days 
like that to remember those that have fallen in 
conflict. I will be there on the day.” 

Councillor Darren Rodwell, leader of Barking 
and Dagenham Council, said: “We are proud to 
celebrate and commemorate Armed Forces Day. 

“Our forces do a magnificent job protecting 
our freedom - they are the pride of the nation.” 


Redbridge, Waltham Forest and Barking and 
Dagenham councils all signed up to the Armed 
Forces Covenant in 2012. 

The covenant enables current and former 
armed forces personnel to access to a range of 
benefits and support, including priority for 
council housing to those personnel who are 
about to leave or have left the forces in the past 
five years. 

Parades have been organised in each borough 
annually. 

In Redbridge, the parade will be led by the 
Band of the Scots Guards and will then be 
inspected by the Redbridge Mayor, Councillor 
Barbara White. 

Cllr White said: “The extraordinary work that 
our armed forces do now and have done in the 
past cannot be overestimated. 

“We are proud to celebrate Armed Forces Day 
and we hope that residents of Redbridge will join 
with us for this important event.”

A BURGLAR has been sentenced after 
stealing a quantity of electrical items from 
a church in Dagenham. 

Steven Brown, of Broad Street, 

Dagenham was sentenced on Wednesday, 

June 17, to 15 months imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for 24 months, for burglary. 

The 34-year-old pleaded guilty to bur¬ 
glary at Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
Wednesday, April 22. 

The court heard how Brown committed 
the burglary on Wednesday, September 17, 
last year between 2am and 4am at New Fire 
Church Centre, in Stamford Road. 

Brown forced entry through a window 
and stole a quantity of electrical equipment, 
which included televisions and computers. 

During the burglary Brown dropped a 
television in the external yard of the 
church. 

Police were able to retrieve Brown’s fin¬ 
gerprints from the discarded television and 
forensically link him to the burglary. 

Detective Constable Anwar Hussain, 
from Barking and Dagenham’s CID, said: 

“This conviction highlights the work we 
will undertake to protect properties from 
burglars. 

“We will continue to target those respon¬ 
sible for burglary across the borough.” 

The property stolen was valued at around 
£5,000 and £1,500 worth of damage was

£500,000 clawed 
back in tax fraud 

MORE than 1,000 people were 
claiming a council discount 
unlawfully in the borough. 

Waltham Forest Council’s revenues 
team looked at 32,900 records of 
single person discounts and checked 
electoral rolls and discovered 
fraudulent claims. 

The investigation found that 1,010 
households were receiving the benefit 
illegally. 

The changes will see the council 
collect an additional £568,000 in 
council tax. 

Quality charter for 
house developers 

DEVELOPERS will have to abide to 
a council charter before building new 
homes. 

Senior councillors at Waltham 
Forest Council, which aims to provide 
12,000 new homes in the borough by 
2020, approved a “design charter” on 
Tuesday night. 

The document, which will need 
approval from all councillors, lists 
the 10 key principles housing 
developers should stick to when 
constructing new properties. These 
include saving energy, providing 
adequate parking, constructing 
garden and public spaces, building 
high quality homes and creating 
people-friendly streets. 

The charter has already been 
endorsed by 18 firms, including 
Walthamstow Stadium developer, 
London and Quadrant.

Fred spent five years in hospital 
and wanted to ensure others 
had specialised nursing care too

MORE than £170,000 has been left 
to a hospice by a pensioner who was 
left physically disabled a child from 
tuberculosis. 

Haven House Children’s Hospice, 
in Woodford Green, was given the 
donation from Fredrick Carter, 93, 
of Scotts Road, Leyton, who lived in 
the borough most of his life. 

The funds will be used to provide 
specialist nursing care for local-lim¬ 
ited and life-threatened children. 

The cheque was presented to the 
charity by his surviving nieces, 
Linda Wyman and Helen Lee last 
week. 

Linda said: “My uncle decided 
some time ago that he wanted to 
leave a legacy to provide specialist 
nursing for children. 

“As a child, he spent five years in 
hospital being treated for tuberculo¬ 
sis and he was very keen that other 
children could access the same spe¬ 
cialist care that he had.” 

Fredrick was left physically dis¬ 


abled by his illness but friends and 
family say that he led a busy and 
fulfilling life. 

He had a successful business as a 
watch and clock repairer and was a 
keen photographer and a well- 
respected member of The West 
Essex Model Flying Club. 

He was also known for being 
highly principled. 

When his house in Fillebrook 
Road, Leytonstone, was compulsory 
purchased in 1996 to make way for 
the Mil link road, he was deter¬ 
mined not to move and his was the 
last house standing, when all round 
him had been demolished. 

Mike Palfreman, chief executive 
of Haven House, said: “Legacy 
donations are vital to any charity to 
secure its long-term future and we 
are honoured that Mr Carter decided 
to choose Haven House as his bene¬ 
ficiary. 

“It’s particularly touching that 
Fredrick wanted to help other chil¬ 
dren with life-limiting illnesses, in 
the same way that he had been 
helped as a child.”

CRIME in Loughton at night 
has dropped by 24 per cent, 
according to police.

Since then it has evolved from a 
colony that once gave desperately 
poor people a chance in life to 
somewhere that is now doing its 
bit for a variety of rare breeds of 
animals. 

Back in 1891 William Booth, a 
Christian preacher, bought the 
700-acre farm as part of The 
Salvation Army's plan to help 10 
per cent of England's poorest peo¬ 
ple into homes and jobs. In 
London alone in the 1800s there 
were nearly a million people in des¬ 
perate need due to a huge growth 
in population. By 1890 there were 
four times as many people in 
England than in 1800, leaving 
many people out of work as there 
were not enough jobs to go 
around. 

Some men were offered the 
chance to go to the farm colony at 
Hadleigh, where they were trained 
and helped to find jobs, and some 
of them went on to live and work 
in other countries. 

Today, Hadleigh Farm is continu¬ 
ing its work for the benefit of the

community as it is run as an edu¬ 
cational working farm that wel¬ 
comes visitors to its rare breeds 
centre and tea room. 

The farm is a long standing 
favourite with people of all ages. 

Not only is it home to a range of 
different animals, but it also offers 
a cheap afternoon out. With 
entrance just £3 for adults and 
£2.50 for children, with youngsters 
under 36 months getting in for 
free, it offers great value for money, 
even more so when you can pick 
up bags of food to feed the ani¬ 
mals for just 40p each or three for 
a £1. 

Among the residents are Mell, 
Snowball, Toffee, Raindrop, Raisin, 
Summer, Shelley, Surprise and 
Kevin the golden Guernsey goats, 
as well as their offspring, Bagot 
goats, greyface Dartmoor sheep, 
Leicester longwool sheep, and 
Indian runner ducks, which were 
introduced in this country from 
Malaya. You can also meet Dylan 
the donkey, Cookie the Exmoor 
pony - Britain's oldest breed of 
native pony - and as well as chick¬ 


ens, ducks, turkeys, rabbits and 
guinea pigs. 

There is also a willow maze to 
navigate your way around and a 
play area with sandpit and pedal 
tractors for the children. 

You can take a picnic with you 
and enjoy it at the farm, or next to 
the historical ruins of nearby 


Hadleigh Castle, or take a seat in 
the tea rooms and enjoy a deli¬ 
cious homemade meal served by 
trainees from Hadleigh Training 
Centre which works to retrain peo¬ 
ple with special educational needs. 

In the summer months you can 
head out on to the patio where 
you can enjoy views of 


Hadleigh Castle, the country park 
and the Thames Estuary, while 
tucking into everything from a full 
English breakfast, to salads and 
jacket potatoes, and cream tea 
and homemade cakes.

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School raiders locked up 

Theft of equipment worth half a million pounds from 20 premises across three counties

SIX men have have been sentenced 
following a conspiracy to commit 20 
school burglaries over a year. 

The men were sentenced at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on June 19, 
after admitting planning to commit 
non-residential burglaries between 
May 2013 and May 2014. 

Twenty schools were targeted in 
London, Essex and Hertfordshire 
areas. 

Some schools were repeatedly bur¬ 
gled across Waltham Forest, resulting 
in costs of nearly half a million 
pounds for damages and losses. 

The men were arrested and charged 
by detectives from Waltham Forest 
following an intelligence-led opera¬ 
tion under Operation Founder. The 
operation was created to tackle the 


significant rise in burglaries at schools 
the borough. 

Superintendent Phillip Langworthy, 
from Waltham Forest borough, said: 
“The proactive operation used several 
police tactics leading to the handler 
being identified and arrested. My 
team then worked hard to identify 
those committing the burglaries. 

“These sentences will ensure these 
men will not be setting foot in 
Waltham Forest or any other area for 
some time. 

“I would really like to emphasise to 
residents, schools and businesses that 
property marking is essential to 
identify property and return it to 
the rightful owner. 

“We recovered property that 
took painstaking enquiries to iden¬ 
tify and something as simple as an 
address in a UV pen easily identi¬ 
fied some owners.” The court 


heard how on May 7, 2014, a warrant 
was executed at an address in Edison 
Close, Walthamstow, where computer 
equipment and £8,000 in cash was 
seized. 

A further warrant was executed at a 
business address in High Road, 
Leytonstone. 

Over half of the equipment seized 
was found to have been stolen from 
schools in Waltham Forest. 

The property seized was identified 
as equipment stolen during 20 sepa¬ 
rate burglaries, according to police. 

The gang members were: 


Ryan Greenhow, 20, of Mulberry 
Court, Langthorne Road, 
Leytonstone. He was found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit burglary and 
was sentenced to two years and nine 
months. 

Richard Baker, 32, of Springhills, 
Harlow pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to commit burglary on and was sen¬ 
tenced to five years and three months. 

Imran Yousef, 32, of Edison Close, 
Walthamstow, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit burglary and 
was sentenced to six years. 

Danny Simpson, 32, of Silver Birch 


Avenue, Chingford, was sentenced to 
four years and 10 months after plead¬ 
ing guilty to conspiracy to commit 
burglary. 

Jason Hardcastle, 29, of Withy 
Mead, Chingford, who was jailed a 
day before his birthday, was found 
guilty of conspiracy to commit bur¬ 
glary and was sentenced to three years 
and eight months 

Alax Alabo, 31, of Larkshall Road, 
Chingford, was found guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to commit burglary and was 
sentenced to five years.

£40,000 for council 
tenants to buy home 


A COUNCIL scheme could see 40 
tenants who qualify to buy their 
council homes receive £40,000 
each to assist in purchasing a prop¬ 
erty. 

Barking and Dagenham Council’s 
cabinet approved a proposed cash 
incentive scheme, which will be 
first aimed at residents living on 
estates listed, including Barking's 
Gascoigne Estate. 

The scheme is known as the 
Estate Renewal Decant Assistance 
Scheme. 

The council stressed that people 
on the estates, identified by chari¬ 
ties as being some the poorest in 
London, would be required to pro¬ 
vide proof that they can afford to 
purchase a property. 

According to estate agents, Right 
Move, flats sold in the borough for 
an average price of £161,162, while 
semi-detached properties fetched 
£264,791. Barking and Dagenham 
has overall average house price of 
£222,375. 

Councillor Saima Ashraf (Lab, 
Gascoigne), Barking and 


Dagenham Council's cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, claims the move 
will allow people to find an 
“affordable” home. 

She said: “If these plans are given 
the go-ahead we will be giving 
hope to people who could only 
dream of buying their own homes. 

“It also means we will be able to 
free up around 40 places on the 
housing waiting list and give more 
local families a home.” 

The £40,000 will not be paid 
directly to the tenants who qualify 
but through their solicitors at the 
time when they complete the pur¬ 
chase of a property. 

If the new scheme is agreed, it 
will be funded by the Government 
by £1.2m and the council by anoth¬ 
er £400,000. 

The scheme will not be rolled out 
if Barking and Dagenham's full 
council rejects the plan. 

In the last four years the council 
has agreed plans to build 3,000 
homes in the borough - with anoth¬ 
er 35,000 set to be built over the 
next 15 years.
